They include one on the naval person­ 
nel bill, which contemplates the m ore 
rapid retirement and promotion of the 
officers of the navy; a message t r a n s ­ 
m itting Secretary Metcalf’s report on 
the alleged discrimination against the 
Japanese in San Francisco; a special 
message on P a n a m a ; 
a message on 
the public land; transm itting Secre­ 
tary T a ft’s r e p o r t on Cuba and a reply 
to the senate resolution calling for in­ 
formation 
regarding 
the 
discharge 
without honor of the soldiers of the 
Twenty-fifth regim ent 
of colored in­ 
fantry. 
Accompanying these m essages will 
fie his revised list of cabinet appoint­ 
ments. 
This an no u n c e m e n t is interesting, 
not only as show ing 
the activity of 
President Roosevelt, 
but also 
as a 
demonstration t h a t he is ready with a 
reply to any question which congress 
puts to him. 
This fact also gives opportunity to 
call a t t e n t i o n to the remarkable record 
made by P resident Roosevelt during 
the few days of the present congres­ 
sional session. 
H e broke the record 
for l e n g t h In his regular message to 
con; • ss. 
He sent in a message upon 
the sui-J ct rf. Porto Rican citizenship 
and another which startled congress 
with the suggestion that the president

of the ordinary trial by courtmartial.

“T h e term ‘food’ within the m eaning 
of the law includes all articles used 
for 
food, drink, confectionery or 
condi­ 


m e n t by man or other anim ais. whether 
sim ple, m ixed or com pound. 
T he pure food law sta tes in some d e­ 
tail what shall be considered an adul­ 
teration of drugs and 
confectionery 
and, in the rar-e of food says that adul­ 
terations will bo considered as 
follows: 
If a substance has been packed or 
m ixed with it so as to reduce, lower or 
injuriously effect its quality or strength. 
If any valuable con stituent of tile ar­ 
ticle h a sb e e n 
w holly or in 
part ab­ 
stracted. 
If it be m ixed, colored, powdered, 
coated or stained in a m anner whereby 
dam age or inferiority is concealed. 
‘lf it contains poisonous or deleteri­ 
ous ingredients w hich may injure the 
health; provided that w hen in the pre­ 
paration of food p rod ucts for shipm ent 
they are presevered by an external ap 
boation in such a m anner that tie pres­ 
ervative is necessarily 
rem' ved 
me­ 
chanically or otherw ise, and directions 
for such removal art* printed on the cov 
ering, the act is to be construed as ap­ 
plying 
only when tho 
products are 
ready for consum ption. 
“ If it consists wholly or in part of a 
filthy, decom posed putried animal or 
vegetable substance, or any portion of 
an animal unlit for food, w hether m anu­ 
factured or not, or it is the product of 
a diseased animal or one that has died 
otherw ise than by slaughter.' 
“T he pure food law further provides 
that the term “m isbranded” shall apply 
to drugs or article of food, the package 
or label of w hich shall bear any sta te ­ 
ment, design, label or device regarding 
the same, or the ingredients contained 
therein w hich shall be false or mislead­ 


ing.” 
“In a general way drugs are to bo con­ 
sidered as m isbranded when they are 
put up in im itation, when the package 
fails to bear a statem en t on the label 
of the quantity of any alcohol, morphine,

tneucaine, chloroform, cannabis indies, 
chloral 
hydrate or acetanilide, or any 
derivative or preparation of auch su b ­ 
stances contained therein.”

chaser, or purport a foreign product 
when it is not so;

and the debate 
on the 
several am endm ents 
for in­ 
crease, 
which were 
offered bv 
Mr. 
L itta u c r of N ew Y o rk 
to the legisla­ 
tive appropriation bill, 
was followed 
w ith marked interest. 
Mr. Lifts ler. who had given notice 
that lie would offer the am endments 
to the 
legislative hill 
necessary to 
accom plish the proposed increase im 
I m ediately secured the floor after the 
J previous question had been ordered on 
I tile bill and i resented an amendment 
I raising the salaries of tho vice presi- 
j dent and the speaker of the house to 
: $12,000 [ cr annum each. 
H e spoke of 
I the dignity of the position of speaker 
I of the house and said that everybody 
recognized that the duties were ardu­ 
ous and that the pay was unequal to 
the position. 


Opposed to Any Increase. 


M r. Underwood of A labam a said he 
was opposed to any further increase 
of salaiies along the lino of le g is la tiv e 
and executive offices. 
He further said 
h e believed the salaries of the m inor

Ile confirms the suspicion 
that the greatest copper com bine in the 
history of mining is now being formed 
in N ew York to control G reenw ater, 
which is almost at our doors, says the 
Los Angeles Times. 
Green w ater lies in Inyo county, Cal., 
Just at the eastern edge of D eath val­ 
ley. 
It is the greatest copper country 
ever discovered. 
Although 
tile fact 
has been repeatedly denied, Mr. Bir- 
ney adm its that Senator W . A. Clark, 
J. R o ss ( ’lark, Schwab, Patsy C lark of 
Spokane, Guggenheim Bros, and H ein ie 
have formed a big trust. 
The object is 


to prevent copper being dumped on 
the m arket from these enormous de­ 
posits iii Greenwator too rapidly. 
Birn ey says that enough copper has 
already 
been uncovered at Greenwa- 
ter to keep a smelter running a Hio u­ 


c h i I tons a day for many years. 
The 
m ineral 
district extends 
for

milos and is four miles wide. 
A wild 
rush of prospectors is at its height- 
one mad scram ble to get to Grt»enw a­ 
ter. 
The only person who leis seen it and 
not g ne dippy with excitem ent Is this 
w inning little Irishm an, who wander 
(Hi in there tw o years ago aud w ander­ 
ed out again a millionaire. 
Au Indian 
gave him the tip which led him Into 
Green water. Birney was not a tender­ 
foot. 
H e had 
been 
prospecting for 
years. 
Before he made his strike lie 
had known w hat it was to die of thirst, 
for he had come as near it as a man 
can and live. Ile knew- tile aw fu l tor­ 
tures of Death valley. 
H e knew- the 
smother of the dust storms and the 
blind heat of the hateful desert sun. 
Ills father Is a rich shoe m anufac­ 
turer of Belfast. 
Birn ey cam e over 
here, like many other youug Irishmen, 
looking for adventure. 
Instead of be­ 
ing a m ucker and a blowhard arid f a Iso 
alarm like “ Scotty,” B irn e y is a man 
of education and great personal charm. 
Ile started on that lucky trip to Green- 
w ater on the 13th day of the month— 
Dec. 13. RHM. 
“ I had a partner named Ph il Crea­ 
ser,” said Birn ey the other day. “ W e 
left Goldfield with four burros and a 
good prospecting outiit. 
W e had noth­ 
ing in particular in view. 
W e only 
thought to get Into some p art of the 
desert, that had not yet been pros­ 
pected. 
“ W e drifted down to Ash Meadows 
and stopped with a half breed Indian 
named Bob Black at the ob I Ash Mead­ 
ows ranch. Ile told us of a section of 
the desert about forty miles a w a y that 
bad never been prospected. T w o days 
afterw ard B ack murdered his squaw 
and lier brother and wounded another 
Indian while under the influence of 
liquor. 
li<* ran aw ay and w as never 
ken rd from again. Ile was undoubted­ 
ly kill** I by tho Indians. So m any m in­ 
ing men have taken tips from the In ­ 
dians 
and then coolly 
turned 
them 
down that I wanted to do the right 
thing by Indian Bob. I am sorry that 
I never can. 
“ W e i laded the burros w ith as much 
w ater as they could carry in five gal­ 
lon oil cans, Bio p minis of w ater to 
each anim al. 
W e then took the route 
describe i t > us by Pie Indian. W e had 
to put the burros on short rations of 
water. W e gave them one drink a day, 
then hobbled them and let them rustle 
for tJiem-e!nos jill night. 
“ W e worked our w ay up to the dry 
mountains and made camp one night 
at a point about six miles aw ay from 
the discovery.

covered some little pieces of copper 
stained ore no larger than my thumb 
xx Iii<*11 had evidently drifted down the 
bed of ii freshet. 
“ W hen a man has been on tile des 
ort for many years he gets to have an 
Instinct that tells him certain things. 
Som ething told me that those bits of 
copper portended something big and 
good. 
“ I left P h il tending to the pack an i­ 
mals, and I went up on the wash to 
prospect. 
I worked five or six miles 
up Pie wash tracing the float at d if­ 
ferent places until I came to a point 
where I 
found no more float. 
This 
w as near the summit. 
The pieces of 
float had been getting larger until they 
disappeared altogether. I w ent up over 
the hogback and down into a 
little 
d raw and there found big bowlders of 
co p ier ore. 
Only tw enty or thirty 
feet a w a y was tin* ledge standing out 
like a w all. 
I called Creaser, and we 
staked out six claims. 
“ W e then started at once for Keeler 
to record our claims. 
One of the ter­ 
rible dangers of the desert Is losing 
one’s w ay. 
I had long before learned 
to distrust desert maps, which are dec­ 
orated w ith w ater holes where there 
are no w ater holes.
